A rthu r „keener and Thom as Connor, 
both of the Armou r comp any, who rep ­ 
resented the p ackers. 
W hile from 
their statem ent it w’ou ld ap p ear that 
the p ackers are op p osed to m eeting 
the strikers again on any term s, su ch 
is not the case. 
At the last confer­ 
ence between the strikers and the 
p ackers the latter inform ed the u nion 
leaders th at any tim e they exp ressed 
a desire to live u p to the original ar 
bitration agreem ent, signed a week 
ago, which p rovided for the reinstate­ 
m ent of the striking bu tchers inside 
of forty-flve days and for all griev­ 
ances to be 
su b m itte d to arbitration, 
the p ackers w o uld be willing to renew 
the agreem ent. 
The contention of the p ackers is 
th at this agreem ent is still in force, 
and as they are u nwilling to offer any 
fu rther concessions to the strikers, 
they say a renew al of p eace negotia­ 
tions with the hop e of secu ring better 
term s wou ld be u seless. 
The labor 
leaders claim that when the bu tchers 
went on the second strike becau se of 
alleged discrim ination by the p ackers 
in re-hiring the old emp loyes, the ar 
bitration agreem ent was nu llified and 
that it is necessary to sign a new 
agreem ent before a settlem ent can be 
reached. 
A fter the conference with the state 
board of arbitration, A rthu r Meeker, 
m anager for Arm ou r & Co.,'« aid that 
the p ackers were still willing to live 
u p to tu e term s of the original agree 
m ent, bu t that 
the initiative wou ld 
have to be taken by the strikers. 
Mr. 
M eeker also intirhated that the sooner 
the strikers adop ted this cou rse the 
b etter it wou ld be for them , as in his 
belief if the strike shou ld last mu ch 
longer all the p laces of tho strikers 
wou ld be tilled by new men and there 
wou ld be no necessity for the p ackers 
to wish to settle on any basis with 
th eir o*d emp loyes. 
"Police ru le" has been declared in 
the stockyards district. 
No one is al­ 
lowed to traverse the streets in the 
vicinity of the stockyards u nless good 
cau se can be shown 
for doing so. 
This, to a great extent, has p u t a stop 
to the p icketing by the strikers which 
had been going on u p to the tim e the 
order was given. 
The p olice seem 
com p lete m asters of the situ ation in 
the district. 
No one is allowed to 
loiter in the streets and any p erson, 
w iiether a strik er or not, who stop s 
near the entrances to the stockyards, 
Is su re to he told to "move on." 
An u nexp ected com p lication arose jth© city, 
last night when the freight handlers | 
emp loyed at the stockyards station of 
the Chicago Ju nction railw ay w ent on 
strike. 
The men gave as their reason 
for q u itting work their u nw illingness 
to handlg m eat tu rned ou t by non­ 
u nion workm en in the p acking p lants. 
T heir decision to join the sym p athetic 
strike is a severe blow to the p ackers, 
as the greater p ortion of the dressed 
m eats ship p ed from the yards to the 
local trade p asses throu gh the hands 
of these men.

St. Petersburg, July 28.—The report 
of Gen eral Zaroubaleff furn ishes the 
first d etailed accoun t received here of 
the battle of July 24 an d lead in g up 
to the evacuation of Tatche Kiao. the 
fruits of which are alread y apparen t 
In the Japan ese occupation of New 
Chwan g. 
Gen eral Zaroubaleff say s that the 
attack followed a jun ction of the arm­ 
ies of Gen erals Oku an d Nod zu, an d 
that at least two d ivision s, greatly su­ 
perior in gun s, participated in the as­ 
sault on the Russian position , which 
was held by on ly eighteen battalion s 
over a fron t of n in e miles. 
The d etermin ed n ature of the as­ 
sault an d the d efen se is shown by the 
fact that there was a con tin uous fight 
of fifteen hours, d urin g which the Rus­ 
sian s held their position s an d retired 
the n ext d ay on ly in the face cf the 
ad van ce of the whole of the Japan ese 
armies, con sistin g of over seven d ivi­ 
sion s. 
The Russian loss is estimated at 
twen ty officers an d 600 men an d the 
Japan ese losses, also estimated , as 
“greater than ours.” This is probably 
correct in view of the fact that the 
Japan ese occupied the attackin g posi­ 
tion s. 
Before the withd rawal of the Rus­ 
sian s, the report say s, they captured 
con sid erable small arms an d ammun i­ 
tion d urin g four successful bay on et 
charges, while the batteries, which 
were excellen tly served , several times 
silen ced the Japan ese artillery at vari­ 
ous poin ts alon g the fightin g lin e.

Oy ster Bay , L. I., July 28.—Theo 
d ore Roosevelt formally open ed the 
political campaign of 19 04 at his beau­ 
tiful coun try home, Sagamore Hill. 
Stan d in g on a spot mad e d ear to him 
by the association s of a lifetime, sur­ 
roun d ed by his family an d relatives 
an d frien d s, an d in the presen ce of an 
assemblage of men d istin guished in 
all walks of life, he formally received 
an d accepted the n omin ation of the 
Republican party for presid en t of the 
Un ited States. 
Presid en t Roosevelt’s speech of ac­ 
ceptan ce was characteristically force­ 
ful an d d irect in argumen t an d replete 
with epigrammatic passages.

II. 


In beg inning 
the study 
of birds 
we w ill m eet w ith our first difficulty , 
and perhaps discourag em ent, in lea rn­ 
ing to recog nize the sev eral kinds of 
sparrows. 
F o r this reason, and because 
they are the most common of our 
birds, I wish to m ake them the subject 
of this first lesson. 
It m ay be sur­ 
prising to some of us to know th at in 


oug h’s 
interpretation of 
his song . 
Tliis v ery nearly rtells it, bnt there Is 
a clear liq uid, trill about it th at mere 
words cannot sug g est. 
B ut only those 
who liv e v ery close to N ature, with 
ears attuned to div ine melodies can 
know the fullest ex cellence of 
his 
song . 
John Burroug hs has v ery truth ­ 
fully said th at the song s of all birds 
hav e in them a hum an sig nificance 
“ The R obin,” say s he, “ has a m ilitary 
call; the C at bird’s song is one of 
pride, and the Song sp arro w ’s song ex

This last I wish es- 
forty kinds of sp a rro w s; in Indiana^ pecially 
to emphasize. 
Notice

there are about tw enty kinds, twelv e m inister-like attitude the Song sparrow 
• f these m ay be found in Rush count}*, 
eig ht of w hich are q uite common. 
When we are able to recog nize these 
birds readily and know th eir habits 
and song s, we shall hav e made a fair 
start in 
this 
most 
interesting of 
studies. 
The g eneral characteristics 
of the sparrow fam ily are about as 
follow s: Com parativ ely small brow n 
and g ray birds, striped upj>er parts, 
lig hter, underneath 
are usually foun 
on or near the g round, to which their 
coloring *is v ery m uch adapted. 
There 
is nothing g audy in the plum ag e of 
these birds. 
They are as simple and 
unattractiv e as they are com m on; but 
in v indication of a certain ornitholog ­ 
ical doctrine, they make up in song 
w hat they lack in beauty . 
It m ig ht 
seem 
th a t v ery keen discrim inating 
pow er would be necessary in order to 
disting uish the sev eral 
members of 
this 
fam ily , 
but, 
like 
teleg raphic 
sounds, they are easy enoug h w hen 
once we know them. 
The most common of all the sp ar­ 
rows is the Eng lish, or European house 
sparrow. 
I take it th at this bird is so 
w ell known th a t 
no description is 
necessary here. 
I m ig ht say , howev er, 
th a t the sex es are 
v ery distinctly 


assumes when lie sing s. 
Tim e w ill not 
hav e been altog ether cruel if out of the 
g eneral destruction of birds we are 
spared this common, clieerfful song ­ 
ster of the way side and field. 
A nother v ery common bird of this 
fam ily 
is 
the Vesper 
sparrow, so 
called because it is pre-em inently 
an 
ev ening sing er (v esper m eaning ev en­ 
ing ). 
Thoug h 
the 
Vesper 
holds a 
prom inent place in the early m orning 
chorus of birds, he is a t his best in the 
ev ening tw ilig h t, of which, one a uth ­ 
or has said, “ he seems to be the v ocal 
ex pression.” 
The Vesper sparrow is 
striped on throat and breast v ery m uch 
like the Song sparrow, but is much 
lig hter. 
The principal disting uishing 
m ark of 
this bird, howev er, is the 
w h ite ; outer tail foathers w hich are 
v ery conspicuous as it flies along tiie 
road ahead of y ou. No bird, I suppose 
sticks closer to the earth than the Ves- 
per. 
He is scarcely ev er seen to fly 
hig her than the fence, and his usual 
flig ht is w ithin tw o feet of the g round. 
This propensity of his sug g ests to us 
th at v entureless spirit 
of fifteenth 
century nav ig ators. 
SUM M ARY. 
The Eng lish sparrow' y ou w ill know'. 
m arked, the male being disting uished | Learn to disting uish male and female. 
by the brig h t patches' of chestnut on 
the sides of the head and on the shoul­ 
ders and the larg e black spot on throat 
and breast. 
The nex t tim e y ou see any of these 
house 
sparrows (and y ou w ill not 
hav e to g o far to find them ) observ e 
the foreg oing points and do not q uit 
them until this distinction is v ery 
clear to y ou. 
The history of these birds in our 
county is v ery brief. 
T heir history 
beg an In U nited States in 18 50, when 
a num ber were broug ht from Europe 
to Brookly n, N ew York. 
Some were 
broug ht to Brookv ilie, F ranklin coun­ 
ty in 18 78 , and they probably made 
t heir first appearance in Rush county 
in 18 79 or ’8 0. 
The Eng lish sparrow is the most 
com panionable of birds m spite of the 
cruel treatm ent he usually receiv es at 
our hands. 
T h is'fact has won for him 
the nam e “ socialis.” 
It would seem 
th a t he is not q uite satisfied w ith be­ 
ing a bird and so seeks the com panion­ 
ship of m a n; for alm ost wherev er man 
abides this bird may be found. 
No bird, I believ e, is less desirable 
from ev ery standpoint. 
No bird a p ­ 
proaches more nearly the odium of 
public nuisance. 
His music w hich is 
nothing more than a ch atter or scold 
does disg race to his m ore toneful rela ­ 
tiv es. 
We could not ex pect be tter of 
him howev er. 
It is only in keeping 
w ith his filthy , reckless, and heartless 
sort of life. 
He is an enem y to most 
ev ery other bird and takes especial de­ 
lig ht in 
m olesting and persecuting 
them. 
There is a carelessness about 
all he does.* 
He is satisfied w ith a 
nest w hich is nothing more than a 
cong lom erate mass of string s, g rass 
and feathers, there being no attem pt 
at artistic arrang em ent. 
It would be natural to suppose th at 
a bird so repulsiv e would hav e many 
enem ies; and so he does. 
To offset 
the larg e death rate among these birds, 
N ature—alw ay s considering the p er­ 
petuating of her species—has m ade 
them v ery prolific. 
It is estim ated 
th at each pair raises 24 y oung a nnua l­ 
ly , and nests hav e been found to con­ 
tain as m any as nine eg g s. (There are 
4 to C> h atch ing s.) 
The nex t most common, and the most 
interesting 
of the sparrows 
is the 
Song 
sparrow. 
This bird has more 
brown on back and tail, than the E ng ­ 
lish sparrow. 
The principal distin­ 
g uishing 
m ark is th e dark 
brown 
streaks on throat and breast. 
He is 
altog ether the “ brow nest” of the sp ar­ 
rows. 
The old say ing , “ There Is nothing 
in a name, ” does not hold in this case. 
T his bird is all th at the name sug ­ 
g ests. 
H e needs only a warm m orning 
in early spring to teach the ex cellence 
of his music. 
His is one of the first 
song s to be heard in the spring , and 
coming as it does at that time, break 
ing the long w inter silence of N ature 
his song has a sjn eial charm .
